Abdominal Pains 


Few lay people realize how ofteh an ab 
-dominat pain is a sign of mental trouble— 
perhaps a depression, of great anxiety over 
something,.such as the distressing behavior 
of an alcoholic husband or 
a delinquent boy. Y 
When a medical friend 
asks me how it happens 
hat I, who for many 
years, was 4 stomach. and 
bowel specialist, wound up 
interested mainly in mild 
pychoses and neuroses, my 
answer is that so large a 
percentage of the people 
whom I saw complaining 
of indigestion, abdominal *. Alwares 
pain or abdominal bloating or discomfort, 
had nothing demonstrably wrong in their 
abdomen: their trouble was all up in their 
brain. Sometimes the cause was a mental 
depression, and the day this was cleared up 
the pain went, . 
I am remindéd of all this as I read in a 
recent humber of the JAMA an excellent 
‘article by Dr.-Henry M. Fox of Boston, “a 
Harvard psychiatrist. He tells how, at last, 
in the great Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in 
Boston the internists and the psychiatrists 
have learned to work together. As a result 
many of the patients with an abdominal pain, 
who were a complete puzzle to the stomach 
specialists, were quickly shown by a psychi- 
atrist to have some mild psychosis, or severe 
neurosis, or some anxiety or unhappiness. 
Often, when the psychiatrist talked this over 
with the patient, or just got him or her to 
confess it, the symptom almost disappeared. 
* * * 


To show what happens: Dr. Fox tells of 
an internist who had a woman patient who 
kept complaining of an abdominal pain for 
which no cause could be found. Fortunately 
one of the young house officers suggested 
that she be seen by a psychiatrist. Within

15 minutes the mental expert found that the 
women came from an alcoholic family and 
was mildly alcoholic herself. ? 

She had divorced one’ alcoholic husband 
and then married a second one; and now she 
was distressed because her two daughters 
had recently left home. She was in such a 
deep depression she had suicidal ideas, As 
so.commonly happens when a patient is deal- 
ing with a stomach specialist, this woman, 
while in the gastroenterologic division, had 
miade no mention of her mental troubles. 

Another patient, a 72-year-old woman, 
had been coming into the out-patient depart- 
ment for over a year, complaining of head- 
aches and “shakiness’ in her legs. Careful 
examinations had failed to show any local 
cause. 

* * * 

When the psychiatrist was called, he 
quickly noticed that she was so scatter- 
brained that it was almost impossible to get 
any real information out of her. Finally, 
he learned that she was much upset because 
her children had moved away; she had re 
tired from her job; and, as a-result,.she was 
overwhelmed with a sense of uselessness and 
isolation and loneliness. Again, the mere 
fact of confession and of talking this out 
with the psychiatrist almost cured her. 

Another woman had had several com- 
plaints that suggested serious disease and 
had had numerous operations, which evi- 
dently hadn't cured her. When interviewed 
by a psychiatrist, she was found to be para- 
noid; she was suspicious. of her doctors and 
maintained that they were not telling her 
the truth—which she said was that she had a 
vancer. The psychiatrist found that the 
woman's internist, not knowing how first to 
recognize and then to handle a somewhat 
psychotic woman, had lost his temper with 
her and had thereby lost any chance he 
might have liad of helping her.

He then proceeded to prepare for public life with the 
same dogged determination he had shown in sports and 
the army, and became a key influence in the Conservatives’ 
return to power, 

Although he turned fifty while in office, Hees con 
tinued to look more like an athlete in his prime than a 
middleaged politician. His face, flushed with good health 
and bursting out of a perennially too-tight collar, was 
nearly always adorned with a “Let's go team!” kind of 
grin. His big frame (210 pounds, six-footthree) seemed 
to be planted on the ground with a permanent backward | 
lean, as if he were holding the world on a leash. 

George Hees was a hard-breathing refutation of the 
theory that Canadian politicians have to be stuffy and 
pompus to be successful. He loved to lead sing-songs at 
parties, to play catcher at the MPs’ annual baseball game, 
and to trade quips with backbenchers in the parliamentary 
corridors, ;

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Strong British Forces 
~ Block "karne's Drive

LONDON (CP)—Britain “now 
has a major front-line force in 
the Far East to counter any 
sudden acts of agression by In- 
donesia's President Sukarno. 
An unspecified number ° of 
V-bombers, recently reinforced 
and believed, loaded with con- 
ventional bombs, stands ready 
in Singapore. With sophisticated 
radar ‘jamming é¢quipment, they 
could penetrate Indonesian ter- 
ritory at will

borne landings by Sukarno

But for this force, correspon-

In the face of the British 
military buildup, Sukarno's. di- 
rect confrontation policy with 
Malaysia seems to have bogged 
down. Yet there are fears that 
his own volatile temper and 


Indonesia's deteriorating eco- 


nomic situation may lead him 
to attempt a “‘lightning war.” 
Such an attack could only’ 
come by air and the obvious 
target is Singapore with its vast 
military i n,s tal lations. Indon- 
esia’s 30-odd Russian-built Bad- 
ger bombers have been omin- 
ously buzzing Malaysian ports 
and harbors in recent weeks. 
But correspondents say Su- 
kkarno now has lost the element 
of surprise. His likely alterna- 
tive tactic will be to try to sick 


the British forces into a pro-| 
longed guerrilla engagement in 
Borneo. 


This is the sort of war that 


Britain fears most. It could last) 


longer and cost more than the 
12 + year struggle. in Malaya. 
. Without help from Australia and 
New Zealand—still uncommitted 
in Malaysia—the drain on man- 
power could prove decisive.
